REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

For  the  Year  Ended  September  30,  1932 

IN  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Trustees,  there  is 
presented  herewith  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  Carnegie 
Corporation  for  the  fiscal  year  1931-32. 

The  activities  of  the  Corporation  during  the  year  may  be 
summarized  as  follows: 

Of  the  $4,136,982.42  appropriated  from  the  income  of  the 
Principal  Fund  of  the  Corporation,  $2,750,000  is  covered  in  the 
budget  adopted  in  October  1931  for  new  and  continuing  grants; 
$1,011,982.42  covers  grants  to  close  out  activities  begun  in 
previous  years,  and  $375,000  was  an  extra-budgetary  grant  for 
unemployment  relief.  In  addition, $1,1 19,125  wasvoted  from  the 
income  of  the  Special  Fund  for  the  British  Dominions  and  Colo¬ 
nies.  Of  payments  in  cash  made  during  the  year,  $5,51 8,341 .47 
came  from  the  income  of  the  Principal  Fund,  and  $947,435.49 
from  that  of  the  Special  Fund.  Details  of  appropriation  and 
payment  are  to  be  found  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report, 
page  41,  and  in  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  respectively. 

Library  enterprises  have  been  carried  forward  vigorously. 
A  decision  has  been  reached  to  increase  the  permanent  funds  of 
the  American  Library  Association  by  $1,000,000;  the  program 
for  the  enrichment  of  college  libraries  in  the  United  States  has 
been  rounded  out,  and  the  work  carried  into  Canada. 

The  studies  of  the  educational  possibilities  of  the  museum 
have  been  continued  and  certain  experimental  grants  made  in 
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connection  with  them.  Two  documents  of  unusual  interest 
have  been  completed  and  will  furnish  the  basis  of  further 
study;  viz.,  the  final  report  of  the  advisory  group  on  the  educa¬ 
tional  service  of  museums  in  the  United  States,  and  the  report 
on  the  museums  of  Canada. 

In  adult  education  and  the  fine  arts,  programs  have  been 
continued  without  striking  changes  from  previous  years. 

In  research,  the  outstanding  event  has  been  the  transfer  of 
the  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Food  Research 
Institute  from  the  Corporation  to  Stanford  University,  with  a 
grant  of  $750,000  to  the  general  endowment  funds  of  that 
University.  Smaller  contributions  for  specific  researches  have, 
as  in  the  past,  been  made  through  the  Carnegie  Institution  of 
Washington.  In  addition,  a  grant  of  $15,000  has  been  voted 
to  the  Institution,  not  for  the  furtherance  of  research  in  Mayan 
archaeology  at  Chichen  Itza,  but  for  making  more  available 
to  the  lay  public  the  important  and  interesting  results  already 
achieved. 

In  education,  the  grant  to  the  American  Historical  Associa¬ 
tion  for  the  social  studies  inquiry  has  been  continued,  and  the 
cooperative  relationship  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation  with  a 
number  of  American  universities  has  been  further  developed. 
In  addition,  a  comparative  study  of  examinations  has  been  in¬ 
augurated  in  cooperation  with  the  Foundation  and  the  Inter¬ 
national  Institute  of  Teachers  College,  Columbia  University. 

Andrew  Carnegie  included  useful  publications  among  the 
fruitful  types  of  activity  suggested  to  the  Corporation  which 
he  created  in  1911,  and  though  the  amount  contributed  in  any 
year  for  this  purpose  is  never  large,  the  results  constitute 
one  of  its  most  important  contributions  to  the  advancement 
and  diffusion  of  knowledge  and  understanding.  Attention  is 
called  to  the  list  of  such  publications  appearing  in  1931-32, 
which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix,  page  38.

It  is  most  agreeable  to  record  that,  upon  the  invitation  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Teachers  Insurance  and  Annuity  Association, 
Mr.  Henry  James,  a  member  of  the  Corporation  Board,  and  at 
present  the  Chairman  of  its  Executive  Committee,  has  become 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  Association. 

During  the  year,  the  Corporation  completed  its  twentieth 
year,  and  the  occasion  was  marked  by  a  dinner  to  which  the 
Trustees  of  all  the  American  endowments  created  by  Mr. 
Carnegie  were  invited,  and  at  which  Dr.  Henry  S.  Pritchett 
made  an  important  historical  address.  Less  formally,  the 
anniversary  has  been  signalized  by  a  number  of  discussions 
among  members  of  the  Board  as  to  the  general  policies  of  the 
Corporation  as  contrasted  with  the  consideration  of  specific 
grants.  These  discussions,  to  which  further  reference  will  be 
found  later  in  this  report,  have  demonstrated  the  usefulness 
of  the  orderly  “audit  of  experience”  organized  in  1930,  but 
reaching  back  into  the  records  of  earlier  years  and  conducted 
by  the  Assistant  to  the  President,  Mr.  Robert  M.  Lester. 

Fortunately  the  year  marks  also  the  completion  and  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  authoritative  biography  of  Andrew  Carnegie  by 
Burton  J.  Hendrick.  Of  those  who  are  today  responsible  for  the 
use  of  the  funds  provided  by  Mr.  Carnegie’s  far-seeing  gener¬ 
osity,  very  few  have  had  the  privilege  of  knowing  him  personally. 
For  all  the  others,  this  book  will  be  doubly  welcome.  Not  only 
does  it  give  the  details  of  his  extraordinarily  interesting  life, 
but  it  reveals  most  skillfully  his  many-sided  and  vibrant  per¬ 
sonality. 


Finances 

Besides  increasing  the  external  demands  upon  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  both  in  number  and  in  urgency,  the  continued  economic 
depression  has  created  problems  of  importance  as  to  financial 
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policy.  The  Corporation  was  chartered  to  “receive  and  main¬ 
tain”  a  fund,  and  then  to  use  the  income  thereof  in  certain 
ways.  Thus  the  Corporation — in  contrast  to  other  American 
foundations,  including  all  those  of  the  largest  capitalization, 
which  are  free  to  reduce  capital  or  are  even  enjoined  to  dispose 
of  their  capital  sooner  or  later — must  maintain  its  principal 
fund.  This  is  no  mere  accident  of  phraseology,  but  the  result  of 
Mr.  Carnegie’s  well  considered  intention.  In  his  Letter  of  Gift, 
written  in  the  simplified  spelling  of  which  he  was  a  faithful 
supporter,  Mr.  Carnegie  said:  “My  desire  is  that  the  work 
which  I  hav  been  carrying  on,  or  similar  beneficial  work,  shall 
continue  during  this  and  future  generations.  *  *  *  My 

chief  happiness  as  I  write  these  lines  lies  in  the  thot  that  even 
after  I  pass  away  the  welth  that  came  to  me  to  administer  as  a 
sacred  trust  for  the  good  of  my  fellow  men  is  to  continue  to 
benefit  humanity  for  generations  untold.” 

In  view  of  depreciation  in  market  values  of  securities  and 
some  shrinkage  in  income,  the  Trustees,  on  the  advice  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  adopted  the  following  resolution,  April  19, 
1932: 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $250,000  being  set  aside 
annually  in  the  Reserve  Fund  be,  and  it  hereby  is,  in¬ 
creased  to  the  sum  of  $1,000,000  annually  beginning  with 
the  fiscal  year  1932-33,  interest  on  said  Reserve  Fund  being 
added  thereto  as  received. 

The  policy  adopted  in  1926  of  making  the  liquidation  or 
amortization  of  obligations  previously  incurred  against  future 
income  the  concern  of  the  Corporation,  even  at  the  price  of 
passing  by  new  proposals  of  great  interest  and  promise,  has 
justified  itself  and  will  be  continued.  As  a  result  of  this 
policy,  the  net  load  has  since  that  date  been  reduced  from 
$29,540,01 1.03  to  $14,956,904.66. 
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The  attitude  of  the  Board  toward  new  proposals  will  neces¬ 
sarily  be  influenced  by  these  decisions  to  devote  income  to 
increasing  the  reserves  against  capital  depreciation  and  to 
liquidating  prior  obligations,  and  also  by  the  fact  that  there  are 
now  before  the  Corporation  for  consideration  at  the  beginning 
of  the  new  year  an  unprecedented  number  of  proposals  of 
importance  and  urgency. 

A  foundation  board  must  always  regret  its  inability  to  act 
favorably  upon  the  great  majority  of  the  proposals  which  come 
to  it,  nearly  all  of  them  brought  forward  with  earnestness  and 
sincerity  and  often  for  purposes  of  obvious  importance.  This 
feeling  is  particularly  strong  in  times  like  the  present,  when 
other  possibilities  of  financial  support  are  sharply  reduced, 
and  when  the  individual  or  the  institution  proposing  the  grant 
stands  ready  to  make  a  greater  contribution  in  terms  of  personal 
service  than  has  always  been  the  case  in  recent  years. 

Emergency  Grants 

In  recognition  of  the  unemployment  situation  in  New  York 
City,  an  emergency  grant  of  $375,000  was  voted  to  the  Emer¬ 
gency  Unemployment  Relief  Committee  from  funds  which, 
under  normal  conditions,  would  have  gone  to  the  liquidation  of 
charges  against  future  income.  In  addition,  grants  were  made 
in  support  of  constructive  unemployment  studies  elsewhere, 
as  in  Minnesota  and  in  Rochester,  New  York.  Within  the  field 
of  the  customary  activities  of  the  Corporation,  the  effects  of 
the  depression  have  been  revealed  most  significantly  in  the  high 
proportion  of  renewals  and  the  correspondingly  low  proportion 
of  grants  devoted  to  new  enterprises.  Normally,  all  grants  are 
made  with  an  eye  to  future  possibilities  rather  than  to  present 
needs,  but  in  1931-32,  as  in  1930-31,  this  order  has  necessarily 
been  reversed,  and  a  substantial  share  of  the  money  available 
was  frankly  devoted  to  tiding  over  a  critical  situation.  The 
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appropriation  of  $50,000  to  Cleveland  College  to  continue  its 
important  work  in  adult  education  may  be  taken  as  an  example 
of  an  emergency  grant  of  this  character.  At  the  last  meeting 
of  the  fiscal  year,  the  balance  then  available  for  general  appro¬ 
priations  was  divided  among  a  number  of  small  institutions,  few 
of  which  had  ever  before  received  help  from  the  Corporation. 
This  was  done  in  the  interest  of  keeping  alive  experimental  edu¬ 
cational  activities  which  might  otherwise  have  had  to  be  aban¬ 
doned  before  a  demonstration  of  their  usefulness  could  be 
completed. 


Special  Fund 

While  the  Corporation  in  the  administration  of  its  general 
fund  has  been  restricted  at  every  point  by  the  financial  con¬ 
siderations  already  discussed,  it  has,  thanks  to  substantial  bal¬ 
ances  carried  over  from  previous  years,  been  able  to  conduct 
a  program  of  unusual  activity  in  the  British  Dominions  and 
Colonies.  In  its  specific  activities,  the  administration  of  this 
Special  Fund  is  closely  related  to  the  activities  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  in  the  United  States.  Examples  may  be  found  in  the  prog¬ 
ress  of  the  modern  language  study;  in  the  extension  of  library 
programs,  not  only  across  the  practically  invisible  cultural 
frontier  into  Canada,  but  into  Australasia  and  South  Africa 
as  well;  the  cross  fertilization  of  ideas  in  adult  education 
between  the  United  States  and  Newfoundland  and  New 
Zealand;  the  value  of  experiences  in  Africa  with  reference  to 
educational  questions  of  fundamental  importance  wherever 
western  culture  comes  into  contact  with  peoples  living  under 
relatively  primitive  conditions.  Nevertheless  the  distribution 
of  its  income  does  present  responsibilities  of  a  special  character, 
requiring  first-hand  information  both  from  the  center  of  the 
British  Empire  and  from  its  constituent  parts.  To  obtain  this 
information  the  conferences  in  London  held  in  June,  1931,  the 
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recent  visits  of  President  Coffman  of  Minnesota  to  Australia 
and  New  Zealand,  of  Professor  Fife  to  South  Africa,  and  of  the 
President  of  the  Corporation  to  the  West  Indies  have  all  proved 
useful.  During  the  year,  the  following  grants,  among  others, 
have  been  made:

For  grants-in-aid  to  officers  in  the  British  Colonial  Service  60,000

Toward  the  endowment  of  the  Imperial  College  of  Tropical 

Agriculture  at  Trinidad  1 28,000 

For  a  survey  of  museums  in  British  Colonies  and  Do¬ 
minions  conducted  by  the  British  Museums  Association  30,000 
For  the  study  of  the  education  of  peoples  living  under 

primitive  conditions,  various  grants  totalling  97,000 

For  educational  and  scientific  development  in  British 
Guiana  50,000 


The  wisdom  of  the  grants  made  in  1929  and  1930  to  establish 
and  maintain  for  a  term  of  years  the  Australian  Council  for 
Educational  Research  is  now  being  demonstrated  by  the  pub¬ 
lication  of  studies  of  more  than  local  significance. 

The  year  1932-33  will  bring  to  a  close  the  five  year  period 
during  which  the  Corporation  has  conducted  a  concentrated 
program,  involving  a  total  expenditure  of  $614,250,  in  the 
Union  of  South  Africa.  In  view  of  the  limited  funds  available 
from  the  income  of  the  Special  Fund  and  of  the  opportunities 
elsewhere  in  the  British  Empire,  it  is  obviously  impossible  to 
continue  at  this  pace.  This,  indeed,  was  clearly  understood 
by  all  concerned  when  the  five  year  program  was  inaugurated. 
On  the  other  hand,  certain  grants  have  already  proved  to  be 
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so  fruitful  in  results,  and  others  are  so  promising  for  the  future, 
that  it  would  be  most  unfortunate  if  some  part  at  least  of  the 
program  were  not  continued,  if  necessary  upon  a  reduced 
scale.  Two  of  the  men  upon  whom  the  Corporation  has  placed 
chief  reliance  in  the  development  of  this  program  since  1927 
are  Dr.  C.  T.  Loram,  who  has  acted  as  special  adviser  of  the 
Corporation,  and  the  Hon.  Patrick  Duncan,  who  has  had  the 
general  responsibility  for  the  distribution  of  its  South  African 
funds.  By  a  coincidence,  fortunate  for  the  Corporation,  both 
have  been  available  during  the  year  for  consultation  as  to  the 
future,  Dr.  Loram  having  accepted  the  professorship  of  com¬ 
parative  education  at  Yale  University,  and  Senator  Duncan 
having  been  able  to  visit  the  United  States  during  the  summer 
as  the  guest  of  the  Corporation. 

New  Endowments 

The  striking  feature  of  American  philanthropy  during  the 
year  just  closed  has,  of  course,  been  the  amount  and  the  di¬ 
versity  of  gifts  for  the  immediate  purpose  of  relieving  distress. 
These  include  the  bequest  by  Edward  Roche  of  a  trust  fund  of 
an  estimated  value  of  $8,000,000  for  the  relief  of  destitute  men 
and  women. 

There  are  no  new  large  endowments  for  general  purposes  to 
report,  but  there  are,  however,  a  number  of  interesting  gifts 
for  special  purposes.  These  include  the  William  Henry  Donner 
gift  of  $2,000,000  for  research  in  cancer;  the  bequest  by  Miss 
Lydia  Thompson  Morris  of  the  bulk  of  the  $4,000,000  estate 
left  by  her  to  establish  a  botanical  foundation  to  be  adminis¬ 
tered  by  the  University  of  Pennsylvania;  the  bequest  of 
Richard  A.  F.  Penrose,  Jr.,  of  $4,000,000  each  to  the  American 
Philosophical  Society  and  the  Geological  Society  of  America; 
the  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Archer  M.  Huntington  of  13,000  acres 
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of  forest  land  to  the  New  York  State  College  of  Forestry  of 
Syracuse  University. 

Nothing  would  seem  to  be  farther  removed  from  the  demands 
of  the  moment  than  the  support  of  the  fine  arts,  yet  here  the 
record  for  the  year  is  of  quite  unusual  range  and  interest,  and 
bears  witness  to  the  steadily  growing  importance  of  the  place 
taken  by  the  arts  in  American  life.  The  estate  of  Joseph  Moore, 
Jr.,  who  died  in  1921,  of  which  the  present  value  is  $3,000,000, 
is  now  available  to  the  Philadelphia  School  of  Design  for 
Women  and  the  Moore  Institute  of  Art,  Science  and  Industry, 
which  are  to  be  merged.  The  American  Art  Dealers  Associa¬ 
tion  reports  that  during  the  year  1931,  the  American  public 
received  art  gifts  of  more  than  $136,000,000.  This  figure  in¬ 
cludes  the  outstanding  Henry  Clay  Frick  collection,  soon  to  be 
opened  to  the  public,  and  the  important  bequests  of  Henry 
Walters  of  Baltimore,  and  of  Miss  Lizzie  Bliss  and  Michael 
Friedsam  of  New  York,  and  of  Martin  A.  Ryerson  and  Mrs. 
Annie  Swan  Coburn  of  Chicago;  also  the  opening  of  the 
Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art  in  New  York,  and  the 
opening  of  the  Addison  Gallery  at  the  Phillips  Andover 
Academy  in  Massachusetts.  Mention  should  also  be  made 
of  the  gift  of  $600,000  for  the  Cleveland  School  of  Art  by 
Ella  M.  Burke  of  Cleveland.  More  than  $30,000,000  was 
contributed  for  the  purchase  of  new  works  by  museums  and 
for  the  maintenance  of  present  collections.  The  Folger  be¬ 
quest  provides  not  only  a  Shakespearian  collection  valued  at 
$4,000,000,  but  the  erection  of  a  beautiful  memorial  building 
opened  recently  in  Washington,  and  funds  for  administration 
and  research. 

Two  foundations,  not  new,  but  not  previously  mentioned  in 
these  reports,  should  receive  a  word  because  of  their  interesting 
character:  the  Frederic  Duclos  Barstow  Educational  Founda- 
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tion  for  American  Samoans,  and  the  research  foundation  es¬ 
tablished  by  popular  subscription  in  Canada  in  recognition  of 
the  work  of  Dr.  Frederick  G.  Banting,  and  bearing  his  name. 

The  community  trusts,  of  which  mention  has  been  made  in 
previous  reports,  continue  to  grow,  the  New  York  Community 
Trust  having  disbursed  nearly  $ 200,000  in  1931  from  the  funds 
entrusted  in  its  care,  and  the  Chicago  Trust  having  distributed 
nearly  $135,000. 

This  record  would  be  incomplete  without  some  appreciative 
reference  to  the  extraordinary  generosity  of  two  men  who  died 
during  the  year  under  review:  George  Eastman,  whose  bene¬ 
factions  during  his  life-time  exceeded  $100,000,000,  to  which 
$20,000,000  have  been  added  by 'his  will,  and  Julius  Rosen- 
wald,  whose  gifts  amounted  to  more  than  $60,000,000.  But 
the  contributions  of  such  men  cannot  be  measured  in  money 
alone.  Both  Mr.  Eastman  and  Mr.  Rosenwald  identified 
themselves  very  closely  with  the  objects  they  had  at  heart. 
They  sought  advice,  but  they  reached  their  own  decisions,  and 
not  only  their  names  but  their  personalities  will  be  associated 
with  the  great  gifts  which  they  made. 

Before  turning  to  the  discussions  upon  general  questions  of 
policy  already  referred  to,  it  may  be  well  to  review  in  some 
detail  the  year’s  record  in  two  specific  fields  in  which  the 
record  of  the  past  seems  clearly  to  justify  continued  activity  in 
the  future.  One  of  these,  the  library,  has  from  the  first  been 
identified  in  the  public  mind  with  the  Corporation  and  its  pro¬ 
gram.  The  other,  general  education,  despite  a  record  of  grants 
which  a  recent  analysis  has  shown  to  aggregate  $4,758,000,  has 
thus  far  not  been  so  identified. 
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The  Library 

Two  major  current  library  activities  have  already  been  men¬ 
tioned  (page  u):  the  second  grant  of  $1,000,000  to  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Library  Association,  and  the  college  library  program. 
On  March  19,  1926,  the  Corporation  adopted  a  ten  year  library 
program,  making  provision  for  grants  totalling  $4,170,000,  in¬ 
cluding  $1,000,000  to  the  American  Library  Association  for 
endowment.  The  Corporation  at  that  time  intimated  its  readi¬ 
ness  to  consider  an  additional  grant  of  the  same  amount  to 
the  Association  “when  the  American  Library  Association  has 
itself  shown  the  solidity  of  the  foundation  on  which  it  rests, 
by  effecting  substantial  increase  in  its  annual  income  from 
sources  other  than  the  Carnegie  Corporation.”  Since  that 
date,  the  American  Library  Association  has  increased  such  in¬ 
come  from  approximately  $20,000  annually  to  $76,500,  and  has, 
in  other  ways,  demonstrated  the  solidity  of  its  foundation. 
Accordingly,  by  resolution  adopted  February  26,  1932,  the 
Corporation  committed  itself  to  adding  the  sum  of  $1,000,000 
to  the  permanent  funds  of  the  Association. 

The  Corporation  has  from  the  first  recognized  the  importance 
of  the  college  library,  both  because  of  its  significant  place  in  the 
library  movement  as  a  whole,  and  because  of  its  possibilities  in 
the  educational  structure  of  the  college  itself.  In  the  active 
campaign  for  the  enrichment  of  the  undergraduate  college 
library  in  the  United  States,  108  institutions  in  all  have  been 
visited,  and  appropriations  reaching  a  total  of  more  than 
$1,500,000,  divided  among  85  colleges,  have  been  recommended 
by  the  Advisory  Group  and  voted  by  the  Corporation.  The 
total  library  appropriations  for  all  colleges  and  universi¬ 
ties  in  the  United  States  for  the  year  1930  as  reported  by  the 
Office  of  Education  is  $9,600,000,  a  figure  which  may  be  com¬ 
pared  with  appropriations  of  $191,000,000  for  instruction, 
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$93,000,000  for  new  buildings  and  grounds,  $46,000,000  for 
maintenance,  $16,000,000  for  equipment,  and  $18,000,000  for 
organized  research.  No  division  is  made  in  the  report  between 
library  appropriations  to  colleges  and  to  universities,  but  it 
may  be  assumed  that  the  latter  bulk  relatively  large.  In 
any  event,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  grants  of  the  Corporation 
have  made  a  substantial  addition  to  the  total  funds  available 
for  college  libraries,  and  it  may  be  added  that  the  contribution 
has  not  been  wholly  in  money,  since  no  small  part  of  the  service 
rendered  has  been  in  the  publications  prepared  under  the  di¬ 
rection  of  the  Advisory  Group  on  College  Libraries,  and  the 
opportunities  which  personal  visits  to  the  institutions  have 
created  for  consultation,  suggestions,  and  comparisons. 

xA  corresponding  study  of  academic  libraries  in  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  has  been  completed,  and  the  recommendations  of 
the  Canadian  group  are  now  ready  for  consideration.  Progress 
has  also  been  made  toward  the  improvement  of  college  libraries 
in  New  Zealand.  In  addition,  support  has  been  given  to  certain 
experimental  programs  in  the  United  States  designed  to  throw 
light  upon  new  possibilities  of  service  by  the  librarian,  both 
to  the  teacher  and  to  the  research  worker. 

Recent  appropriations  by  the  Louisiana  Legislature,  of 
special  significance  in  view  of  the  unprecedented  number  of 
other  demands,  complete  the  regional  program  undertaken  in 
1925,  and  furnish  one  more  example  of  a  public  enterprise 
first  financed  wholly  by  foundation  funds  and  now  taken  over 
entirely  by  the  state. 

Satisfactory  progress  may  be  reported  in  two  regional  enter¬ 
prises  still  at  an  earlier  stage  of  development,  those  in  British 
Columbia  and  in  the  region  of  which  Charleston,  South  Caro¬ 
lina,  is  the  center.  The  studies  of  general  library  conditions 
in  the  southeastern  part  of  the  United  States,  undertaken  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  General  Education  Board  and  the  Rosen- 
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wald  Fund,  have  been  continued,  and  that  of  general  library 
conditions  in  Canada  completed,  the  report  of  the  commission 
in  charge,  consisting  of  Mary  J.  L.  Black,  George  H.  Locke,  and 
John  RidingtOn,  Chairman,  being  now  ready  for  publication. 

The  informal  library  conferences  held  in  1930-31  and  dis¬ 
cussed  in  some  detail  in  the  last  annual  Report  continue  to 
bear  fruit.  A  number  of  grants  have  been  made,  or  are  now 
under  consideration,  which,  while  not  involving  large  expendi¬ 
tures,  appear  to  give  unusual  promise.  In  the  study  of  the 
recommendations  of  the  Group  and  in  other  library  matters, 
the  Corporation  has,  during  the  year,  enjoyed  the  advisory 
service  of  Mr.  Milton  J.  Ferguson,  Chief  Librarian  of  the  Brook¬ 
lyn  Public  Library. 

Other  library  activities  include  an  emergency  grant  to  the 
Library  of  the  University  of  the  Witwatersrand,  recently  de¬ 
stroyed  by  fire,  and  the  transfer  of  the  sum  of  $  125,000  to  a 
board  of  trustees  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  a  public  library  system  in  that  Dominion.  This  trans¬ 
fer  has  been  made  in  recognition  of  a  steadily  growing  realization 
of  the  importance  of  the  library  in  the  life  of  a  modern  com¬ 
munity.  In  1927,  when  the  general  South  African  program  was 
adopted,  only  a  handful  of  individuals  could  be  found  there  who 
appeared  to  have  any  conception  of  the  possibilities  of  library 
service.  In  the  annual  report  of  the  Union  of  South  Africa 
Department  of  Education  for  the  year  1930,  however,  the 
following  very  significant  statement  appeared:  “  Right  through 
our  educational  system  from  bottom  to  top,  the  enormous  im¬ 
portance  of  libraries  is  insufficiently  realized.  For  our  schools, 
too,  we  might  say:  Less  staff  and  more  books.  Rather  one 
teacher  with  a  suitable  library  in  a  school  than  two  teachers 
without  one.” 
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Education 

In  view  of  the  terms  of  its  charter,  all  the  activities  of  the 
Carnegie  Corporation  may  be  said  to  be  educational  in  char¬ 
acter,  and  certainly  the  great  majority  of  its  grants  have  been 
made  to  educational  institutions.  In  selecting  education  to 
serve  with  the  library  as  a  typical  field  of  foundation  activity, 
the  writer  has  in  mind,  however,  general  educational  enter¬ 
prises  involving  inquiry,  research  and  demonstration,  as  con¬ 
trasted  with  contributions  primarily  for  the  support  of  specific 
institutions.  Here,  in  his  judgment,  it  would  be  wise  for  the 
Corporation  to  maintain  its  present  activities  and,  as  rapidly  as 
financial  conditions  permit,  to  enlarge  them.  Not  only  has  the 
experience  of  the  past  years  been  in  general  highly  satisfactory, 
but  in  this  field  the  activities  of  the  Corporation  in  the  British 
Dominions  and  Colonies  can  be  related  effectively  with  those 
of  the  United  States,  and  cooperative  relations  can  be  devel¬ 
oped,  not  alone  with  the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Advance¬ 
ment  of  Teaching,  but  with  other  trusts  created  by  Mr. 
Carnegie. 

At  the  present  time,  the  public  attitude  toward  education  is 
unusually  favorable.  Too  often  it  swings  from  complacency 
and  neglect  on  the  one  hand,  to  rather  blind  denunciation  on 
the  other.  But  today  the  attitude,  though  critical,  is  in  general 
friendly,  and  there  is  a  wider  desire  on  the  part  of  the  layman 
for  understanding.  For  example,  the  new  developments  at 
the  University  of  Chicago  are  being  watched  throughout  the 
country  with  an  unprecedented  interest.  There  is  a  growing 
recognition  of  the  essential  unity  of  the  entire  educative 
process  and  a  growing  interest  in  what  may  be  called  the 
joints  between  the  different  elements  in  the  structure.  This 
is  evidenced  by  the  nation-wide  attention  being  given  to  the 
findings  of  the  study  of  the  relations  between  school  and  col- 
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lege  conducted  in  Pennsylvania  under  the  direction  of  the  Car¬ 
negie  Foundation. 

The  unevenness  of  present  developments  and  the  rapid 
changes  in  certain  fields  contribute  not  only  to  the  opportuni¬ 
ties  but  to  the  difficulties  of  the  situation.  As  examples  of  the 
former  may  be  taken  the  sharp  contrast  between  the  financial 
support  of  medical  education  and  the  funds  thus  far  made 
available  for  dental  education,  although  the  American  people 
spend  annually  for  dentistry  two-fifths  of  the  sums  they  spend 
for  medical  care;  also  the  neglect  up  to  the  present  of  the  non¬ 
degree  granting  technical  institutions,  a  topic  discussed  in  the 
1931  Report.  The  growth  of  the  junior  college  furnishes  an 
example  of  the  rapidity  of  change.  It  has  recently  been  pointed 
out  that  while  it  has  taken  293  years  to  establish  600  colleges 
in  the  United  States,  only  28  years  have  been  required  for  the 
organization  of  400  junior  colleges. 

It  must  be  admitted  that  really  fruitful  contributions  to  gen¬ 
eral  education  from  foundation  sources  are  not  always  easy  to 
achieve.  There  has,  indeed,  been  sharp  criticism  of  certain 
activities  in  the  past.  It  is  alleged  that  in  their  zeal  to  ac¬ 
complish  purposes  which  may  be  admirable  in  themselves, 
foundations  have,  through  the  distribution  of  large  grants  to 
these  particular  ends,  unwittingly  destroyed  the  general  bal¬ 
ance  of  the  institutions  receiving  them.  In  1931,  Professor 
Yandell  Henderson  publicly  condemned  the  foundations  for 
their  habit  of  confining  their  grants  to  new  and  bizarre  under¬ 
takings,  necessarily  at  the  expense  of  the  essential  but  unsen- 
sational  parts  of  the  college  and  university.  If  mistakes  of  this 
character  have  been  made  in  the  past,  they  may  be  avoided  in 
the  future  by  more  patient  study  by  all  concerned  before  such 
grants  are  either  offered  or  accepted.  There  remain  two  ques¬ 
tions  which  lie  deeper  and  which  must  be  faced  in  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  any  enterprise  of  this  kind:  Have  the  techniques 
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necessary  for  profitable  experimentation  and  demonstration 
been  as  yet  developed  by  research,  and  is  there  available  for  the 
purpose  in  question  the  human  leadership  upon  which  impor¬ 
tant  results  must  always  depend? 

At  first  glance  it  might  appear  that  no  foundation  need  con¬ 
cern  itself  unduly  with  recruiting  either  the  expert  service  or 
the  leadership  to  which  reference  has  just  been  made,  for  the 
records  in  the  Federal  Office  of  Education  show  a  total,  in  the 
United  States  alone,  of  over  50,000  scholarships  now  available, 
at  an  annual  cost  of  more  than  $10,000,000.  Closer  examina¬ 
tion,  however,  reveals  that  there  are  rich  opportunities  upon 
a  selective  and  qualitative,  as  contrasted  with  a  quantitative, 
basis.  The  Corporation  has  already  had  successful  experience 
in  preparing  college  teachers  for  the  fine  arts,  in  increasing  the 
opportunities  to  selected  librarians  for  professional  study,  and 
in  other  ways.  It  is  too  soon  to  report  upon  the  new  Canadian 
fellowships  and  the  grants  to  Civil  Service  Servants  in  the 
British  Colonies,  but  the  results  of  the  grants-in-aid  for  travel 
and  study  awarded  in  different  parts  of  the  British  Empire 
to  incumbents  recommended  by  local  bodies  of  selection  have 
been  most  satisfactory. 

John  Dewey  reminded  us  in  his  memorable  radio  address  on 
October  25,  1931,  of  the  sheer  magnitude  of  our  general  ed¬ 
ucational  activities:  30,000,000  learners  and  1,000,000  teach¬ 
ers,  with  annual  expenditures  of  $3,000,000,000,  a  range  of 
activity  stretching  downward  into  the  nursery  school,  upward 
into  adult  education,  and  horizontally  into  countless  new 
fields  of  specialization.  He  warned  us,  however,  against  being 
satisfied  with  mere  growth.  “The  sum  of  the  matter,”  he 
said  in  concluding,  “is  that  at  the  present  time,  education  has 
no  great  directive  aim.  It  grows,  but  it  grows  from  specific 
pressure  exerted  here  and  there,  not  because  of  any  large  and  in¬ 
spiring  social  policy.  .  .  .  Mass  production  and  uniform 
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miss  Margaret  carnegie  and  mrs.  Andrew  carnegie  are  seated  at  the  right

regimentation  have  been  growing  in  the  degree  in  which  indi¬ 
vidual  opportunity  has  waned.  The  current  must  be  reversed. 
The  motto  must  be:  ‘Learn  to  act  with  and  for  others  while 
you  learn  to  think  and  to  judge  for  yourself.’  ” 

Foundation  Policies 

The  informal  discussions  to  which  reference  has  already  been 
made  dealt  both  with  broad  questions  of  strategy,  the  general 
objectives  of  the  Corporation,  and  with  questions  of  tactics, 
how  best  to  attain  these  objectives.  As  an  example  of  the 
latter  may  be  taken  the  question  of  the  small  grant.  During 
the  nine  years  of  the  writer’s  service  as  President,  the  Board 
has  always  been  willing  to  give  prompt,  and  wherever  possible 
favorable,  consideration  to  suggestions,  often  involving  rela¬ 
tively  small  amounts,  which  have  come  from  those  actively  con¬ 
cerned  in  carrying  forward  the  programs  with  which  the  Cor¬ 
poration  was  for  the  time  being  identified.  The  specific  subject 
under  discussion  has  been  whether  this  willingness  has  involved 
a  frittering  away  of  the  resources  of  the  Corporation  for  pur¬ 
poses  often  of  secondary  importance  in  themselves.  Some 
members  of  the  Board  have  felt  that,  on  the  whole,  the  game 
has  not  been  worth  the  candle,  and  others  that  it  has  been 
justified  as  creating  constant  opportunities  for  the  Corporation 
to  learn  of  the  ideas  of  the  leaders  in  such  fields  while  these 
were  still  in  the  creative  stage,  and  that  all  along  the  line  it  has 
meant  an  attitude  of  friendly  cooperation  which  it  would  be 
sheer  injustice  to  attribute  to  any  lively  sense  of  favors  to  come. 

Of  course,  no  one  will  maintain  that  a  grant  is  necessarily 
unimportant  because  it  is  not  large.  Experience  has  clearly 
shown  that  some  of  the  richest  results  have  come  from  small 
grants.  On  the  other  hand,  there  can  be  no  question  as  to  the 
difficulty  of  maintaining  the  same  rigor  of  judgment  in  the 
case  of  a  proposal  which  seems  in  no  way  to  strain  the  resources 
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of  the  foundation  as  in  the  case  of  one  which,  from  the  larger 
sum  involved,  calls  for  a  decision  between  it  and  other  enter¬ 
prises  which,  if  it  is  to  be  supported,  must  be  left  unaided. 
In  any  event,  the  situation  which  faces  the  Corporation  for  the 
coming  year  has,  for  the  time  being,  settled  the  question,  for 
not  only  has  the  burden  of  proof  in  each  case  been  shifted,  but 
the  amount  available  for  appropriation  has  been  so  reduced  as 
automatically  to  check  the  general  development  of  the  current 
programs  of  which  these  small  grants  have  nearly  always  been 
a  part. 

Foundation  money  has  to  an  increasing  degree  in  recent 
years  been  distributed  through  various  intermediate  channels: 
councils  and  commissions,  learned  societies,  operating  agencies 
and  the  like.  Flow  well  has  this  practice  met  the  test  of  ex¬ 
perience,  or  has  the  experience  as  yet  been  sufficient  to  justify 
a  judgment?  In  these  questions  lies  another  and  a  very  im¬ 
portant  problem  of  foundation  tactics. 

The  discussions  of  strategy  touched  upon  various  aspects  of 
this  central  question:  What  light  can  an  analysis  of  twenty 
years’  experience  throw  upon  the  policies  of  the  twenty  years  to 
come? 

It  happens  that  half  way  between  the  founding  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  and  its  twentieth  anniversary  the  Board,  upon  recom¬ 
mendation  of  a  special  committee,  approved  in  principle  a  divi¬ 
sion  of  its  future  work  into  three  general  types: 

1.  The  advancement  of  knowledge  by  forwarding  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  research,  and  by  promoting  such  studies  or  such  agen¬ 
cies  as  will  give  newly  discovered  knowledge  to  the  world; 

2.  By  promoting  acquaintance  with  the  highest  educational 
aims  and  policies  in  order  to  make  possible  the  ready  dif¬ 
fusion  of  knowledge; 
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3.  By  helping  to  further  the  understanding  of  that  deeper 
stratum  of  knowledge  and  feeling  which  involves  philosophy, 
art,  and  the  comprehension  of  human  relations. 

Should  these  stand  as  they  were  written  in  1922,  or  should 
they  be  modified  in  the  light  of  changing  conditions  or  of  the 
experience  of  the  past  ten  years? 

Recent  years  have  witnessed  a  striking  reduction  in  the 
capital  funds  of  other  trusts  dedicated  to  general  purposes  and 
a  corresponding  drop  in  the  income  available  for  these  purposes. 
On  the  other  hand,  there  has  been  an  increase,  less  striking 
perhaps,  but  significant,  in  new  capital  trusts  dedicated  to 
special  purposes.  In  addition,  contributions,  irregular  and  un¬ 
certain  in  detail,  but  steadily  mounting  in  the  aggregate,  are 
today  being  made  for  purposes  within  the  range  of  foundation 
activity;  by  Government  for  educational  inquiry,  for  example; 
by  industry,  commerce  and  insurance  for  research.  What  in¬ 
fluence  should  these  changes  have  upon  the  general  policies  of 
the  older  foundations? 

To  what  degree  should  the  future  policy  of  the  Carnegie 
Corporation  be  determined  by  the  qualities  which  differentiate 
it  from  other  foundations  of  the  same  general  character:  the 
permanence  of  its  capital,  its  relations  with  other  trusts  estab¬ 
lished  by  Andrew  Carnegie,  and  the  two-fold  responsibility 
placed  upon  its  Trustees;  i.e.,  for  grants  in  the  United  States 
and  also  in  the  British  Dominions  and  Colonies. 

Are  some  of  the  general  interests  thus  far  supported  by  this 
foundation  and  others  approaching,  if  indeed  they  have  not 
already  reached,  the  area  of  diminishing  returns?  Are  new 
opportunities  arising,  and  where?  To  continue  in  a  fixed 
routine  sooner  or  later  means  sterility,  as  the  whole  history  of 
philanthropy  has  shown.  Clearly,  changes  must  be  made  from 
time  to  time  in  the  objectives  of  a  foundation.  Should  such 
changes  involve  entering  entirely  new  fields,  hitherto  unsup- 
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ported,  or  should  they  be  rather  within  fields  in  which  experi¬ 
ence  has  already  been  gained  and  with  which  the  foundation  is 
already  identified  in  the  public  mind?  The  program  for  the 
enrichment  of  college  libraries  reported  on  page  21  will  furnish 
an  example  of  the  concrete  form  in  which  such  questions  pre¬ 
sent  themselves  to  a  foundation  board.  In  this  case,  the  Cor¬ 
poration  has  made  what  it  believes  to  be  a  successful  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  the  wisdom  of  increasing  the  library  resources  of  educa¬ 
tional  institutions  through  its  program  in  the  undergraduate 
colleges.  Should  it  now  transfer  its  activities  to  other  educa¬ 
tional  institutions  of  somewhat  similar  type,  as,  for  example, 
teachers  colleges  and  normal  schools,  technical  schools  and 
junior  colleges,  or  should  it  turn  to  entirely  new  interests,  either 
inside  or  outside  the  library  field? 

What  should  be  the  relation  of  foundations  to  specific  re¬ 
forms,  and  to  more  deep-seated  changes  in  public  opinion  and 
public  standards?  Should  the  Corporation,  for  example,  con¬ 
tinue  to  expose  itself  to  contagion  from  general  movements 
which,  so  to  speak,  are  “in  the  air”?  Specifically,  has  the  ex¬ 
perience  of  the  Corporation  in  adult  education  and  in  the 
spread  of  interest  in  the  arts  meant  merely  being  very  busy 
about  what  would  have  taken  place  in  any  event,  or  can  it  be 
justified  as  having  provided  a  clearing  house  of  ideas  and  ser¬ 
vices,  and  as  contributing  to  that  crystallization  of  a  body  of 
doctrine  which  may  make  the  difference  between  a  passing 
fad  and  a  permanent  cultural  advance? 

These  questions  were  not  raised  in  the  discussions  and  are 
not  presented  here  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  offhand 
answers,  nor  do  they  touch  more  than  a  limited  number  of 
problems  which  must  face  those  engaged  in  what  Dr.  Pritchett 
has  termed  the  difficult  “art  of  public  giving.”  It  may  take 
years  of  individual  effort  and  of  public  discussion  to  arrive  even 
at  approximate  answers  to  general  questions  of  this  character. 
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Meanwhile,  the  fact  that  in  this  and  in  other  foundations  such 
questions  are  being  asked  is  in  itself  significant.  So  far  as  the 
records  show,  they  were  not  in  men’s  minds  at  all  until  recently. 
Merely  to  set  some  of  them  down  in  this  place  may  be  justified, 
moreover,  as  indicating  the  difference,  fundamental  in  char¬ 
acter,  but  all  too  seldom  realized,  between  the  considerations 
in  the  minds  of  those  proposing  a  specific  grant  to  a  foundation 
and  of  those  who  are  responsible  for  deciding  whether  such  a 
grant  shall,  or  shall  not,  be  made.
